‘The Florida East Coast Railway 
and.the Atlantic Coast Line Rall- 
jroad Thursday took over trans- 
portation of sugarcane to the 
sugarhouse of the United States 
Sugar Corporation. 

‘Since its organization, the’ Unit 
ed States Sugar Corporation and 
its - predecessor, the -Southern 
Sugar Company, transported sugar 
cane over the railroads’ main lines, 
from its plantations encircling 
Lake Okeechobee, from ‘Canal 
Point on the East to Benbow, near 
Moore Haven, on. the West. Tt 
maintained approximately 25 miles 
of its own railroads in spur tracks 
and railroad yards at'the Clewis 
ton sugarhouse and ‘at Canal Point. 
It owns seven “locomotives and 
several hundreds of cane cars, and 
employed during the grinding sea- 
son, sufficient trainmen to operate
